ister Chu rchill insists on keeping 
King George of Greece on the 
throne, despite tlie opposition of 
a great majority of the Greek 
people. King George presu mably 
wou ld be amenable to Chu rchill 
regarding Crete and the Dodecan­ 
ese islands after the war. 
Resu lt is there are two Greek 
governments—the Greek goxern- 
ment-in-exile, headed by the King,

Greek 
government-in-exile, 
changed premiers, replacing Soph-, 
odes Venezclos, son of the form­ 
er liberator, with George Papan- 
dreoii. The Greeks in Greece con­ 
sidered Papandreou su ch a Qu is­ 
ling that they sent word to P re m -' 
ier S\’olos not to sign an.v agree­ 
ment with the Greeks m exile 
withou t commu nicating back to 
the go\ eminent at home. 
Howe\-or, when the British were 
asked to transmit-this message to 
Premier Svolos in Lebanon, Brit­ 
ish IMini.ster Rex Leeper tore it u p. 
It was ne\ er deiix'ered to Premier 
S\'olos. As a resu lt, he did sign an 
agreement in Lebanon. Bu t when 
he got back and fou nd that the 
Briti-h had failed to deliver the 
message asking him not to sign,

S. Merchant Marine 
must have 43,000 additional experienced men within the next 
12 months. 
Nothing can take the place of experience req uired 
for a mate, eng ineer, radio operator, cook-baker, and able- 
bodied seamen. 
In accordance with a report from the War 
Shipping Administration there are more than 43,000 experienced 
ex-seamen and officers now working ashore. 
Those interested can write, or wire collect: U. S. Merchant 
Marine. RMO. Washing ton. D. C., stating their experiences and 
how soon available, or they can apply at any local office of the 
U. S. Employment Ser\ice. 
Sedalia and Pettis County has a g oodly share of men now 
in this service, many young men who completed hig h school 
in the past two or three years.

For a generation until the present war our country slowdy but 
steadily built up its high school enrollment. In 19 40-41 the num­ 
ber of students reached its all-time high of 7,244,000. Then the 
tide of students started flowing out of school. 
Each y ear of the war has seen fewer boy s and girls in high 
school classes. 
In 19 41-42 there was a shrinkage 
o f 300,000. 
Another drop of 300,000 occurred in the next y ear. In 19 43-44 
high school rolls were down an other 400,000. 


That was a dro p o f 1 ,000,000 stu dents in three y ears. 
We are back now to the high school enrollment we had in 19 34. 
A part of this drop was due to 
a decrease in the number 
o f 
boy s and girls of high school age. Most of it points directly to the 
great increase in the number of boy s and girls going to work.
